BATTLE  EXPECTED 

OF  MUCH  IMPORTANCE 


Principal  Object  of  Germans 
and  Austrians  Supposed  to 
Be  Relief  of  Przemy  si— First 
Success  for  Russians. 


PETROGBAD.  Jan.  28.— Evidently 
the  opening  sUge  of  the  new  campaign 
which  haa  been  forced  on  the  German 
staff  by  the  Hungarian  orlais  will  be. 
a  groat  battle  north  of  the  Carpathians. 
They  have  spread  very  large  forces 
across  an  eighty-mile  front,  covering 
the  outlet  from  the  passes  eastward  of 
Dukla.

shelter  during  the  bombardment.  A.s 
was  reported  yesterday,  these  men  were 
shut  up  In  the  quarry,  and  they  doubt- 
less were  taken  prisoners  by  the  enemy.

Naval  Correspondent  Shows 
Possibility  of  Shutting  Out 
All  Supplies  From  Germany 
— Plenty  of  Precedents. 


LONDON,  Jan.  28.— The  Chronlcles's 
naval  corre.spon<ient,  dealing  with  ttie 
aueailon  of  international  law  raised  by 
tiie  Dacia  and  VVilhelmlna  cases,  dla- 
cuast-a  tho  posaiblllty  of  Oreat  iirltuin 
Ueclarlng  a  commercial  blockadt;  of  Iho 
North    <.iermaii    seacoust. 

"One  great  object  of  our  naval 
opuralloii.H,"  aaya  The  Chronicle  expert, 
"la  to  exercise  oompres.slon  on  Germany 
with  the  hope  of  abridging  tbts  do  ra- 
tion of  the  war.  It  la  obvious,  how- 
ever, that  If  neutral  ships  should  bo 
permitted  to  carry  Kreat  supplies  of 
foodstuffs  Into  German  ports,  as  acema 
to  be  expected  in  sonii;  quarters,  our 
purpose  may  be  defeated  or  its  accom- 
plljthinent  delayed.  _v— vi_^v_ 
"r^'^cJiSmmerclal  bioef^SKi(%i  an  enemy's 
coast  is  undoubtedly  t&e  most  effective 
way  of  exerting  the  compressive  in- 
fluence of  sea  power.  '  We  have  pre- 
cedent. If  any  were  required,  for  block' 
adlng  the  North  German  seacoast  In  our 
blockading  of  the  coast  from  Brest  to 
the  Elbe  in  1805,  and  we  have  aoted  In 
a  similar  manner  and  at  otlter  local- 
ities. 

"If  the  whole  of  the  German  coast  on 
the  North  Sea  were  declared  under 
blockade  the  enterprise  of  the  Wtl- 
helmlna,  supposing  her  to  be  bound  to 
Hamburg,  would  not  be  possible  un- 
less she  were  successful  as  a  blockade 
runner.  There  is  no  longer  any  idea  of 
a  squadron  lying  off  the  enemy's  ports, 
as  In  the  old  wars.  It  Is  not  necessary, 
as  Admiral  Mahan  long  since  said,  that 
a  blockading  squadron  should   be  with' 


in  sight  of  the  enemy's  coast  He  said 
that  half  a  dozen  fast  steamers  cruis- 
ing twenty  miles  off  shore  between  the 
New  Jersey  and  Long  Island  doasts 
would -bo  a -vory- real  danger  to  ships 
seeking  to  break  a  blockade  of  New 
York. 

"We  ore  In  sgreeraenfWltli  the  United 
States  that  a  ship  may  be  arrested  at 
any  point  on  a  blockaded  coast,  and  if 
that  should  be  the  case,  our  blockade 
might  be  asserted  effectively  at  tho 
Straits  of  Dover  and  the  North  Sea 
passage  between  Scotland  and  Norway. 
Many  different  questions  would  no 
doutill:  be  raised  by  declaring  a  blockade 
of  the  Oerman  coast,  but  they  would 
not  prove  Insuperable.  Difficulties 
have  often  arisen  from  a  blockade  and 
they  were  not  absent  when  President 
Lincoln  In  the  American  Civil  War  an- 
nounced his  Intention  of  blockading  the 
whola  confederate  coast. ' 

"The  United  States  would  not  be  like- 
ly to  raise  serious  objeotions  If  we  de- 
clared and  exercised  all  effective 
means  of  blockading.  To  Interfere  with 
the  lagltimate  operations  of  a  bellig- 
erent wpuld  be  an  unneutral  pro- 
cedure, of  which  they  would  not  bo 
likely   to  be  guilty."

(luring  Die  months  of  -^prll  to  Septom- 
h^r.  Th'3  tree  Is  u.su.'UIy  cut  down  and 
(Up  bar'.t  removed  from  every  part  ex- 
cept the  sivftllest  braix-hew.  Trees  of 
four  Inches  or  less  In  diameter  are  not 
r'lt.  heecuse  thn  hark  Ih  too  thin.  For- 
i'i«n  material,  such  an  sand,  mo.sB,  etc., 
1.9  removed  by  scraping;  the  common 
curry  comb  Is  tho  convenient   tool. 

Curing  of  the  Bark — After  being 
mossed,  the  bark  Is  «prcad  out  on  the 
ground  on  tarpaulins  or  on  racks  in  the 
sunFlilna  to  cure.  Sometlnies  it  Is  kept 
under  cover  during  the  curing  perltKl.  If 
placed  in  direct  sunlight  It  usually  takes 
about  four  days  for  the  curing  process. 
A4>out  sixty  per  eent  of  its  weight  Is  lost 
during  the  curing  stage.  If  not  rained 
upon  the  l>ark  wlU  cure  with  a  rich  satin 
brown  color,  while  If  .mined  upon  It  will 
be  spotted  with  black  or  become  entirely 
Mack,  fillow,  careful  drying  yields  bark 
ten  per  cent  heavier  than  If  hastily 
dried.  Tho  berk  when  dry  is  broken  into 
funall  pieces,  usually  by  means  of  a  feed 
chopper,  then  packed  Into  sacks  holding 
from  fifty  to  100  pounds  and  stored  In  a 
dry  place.  The  collector  of  the  bark  sel- 
dom keep*  It  during  the  aglag  period  of 
one  tftWi  years.    The  seaton's  collec-

honor  of  having  the  battalion  In  the 
Brigade  under  my  command.  The  heavy 
losses  both  In  officers  and  men  bear  wlt- 
neRs  to  the  efforts  made  by  this  bat- 
talion to  uphold  the  honor  of  tho  Army 
and   the  Empire." 

On  October  10  the  battalion  attacked 
Kleythftck  with  much  gallantry  and 
dash,  anfl  later  on  the  same  day  acted 
with  coolnoBB  and  discipline  under  try- 
ing conditions. 

On  October  20  and  21  at  Zennebeke  tho 
battalion  held  the  left  of  the  line  under 
very  heavy  enfilade  artillery  fire  and  rn- 
veloplng  flank  attack  of  the  enemy's 
Infantry,  until  withdrawn  by  orders?  of 
tho  Brigadier.  Tiuring  these  two  days' 
(lyhting  tills  battalion  lost  three-quar- 
ters of  Its  strength   in  officers  and   men. 

On  October  30  tlic  battalion  occvipted 
tho  right  of  the  division  line.  Owing 
to  trobps  on  their  right  bidng  driven 
back  the  battalion  became  very  expo.>(od 
and  was  subjected  to  an  enveloping  at- 
tack by  the  enemy.  The  battalion,  how- 
ever, held  on  and  lost  nearly  all  Its 
effectives,  Including  tho  colonel,  rejoin- 
ing   the    brigade. 

The  22nd  Infantry  r.rlfradc  had  very 
hard  flgliling  and  .sufrered  .«fpof!lally 
Mevero  Iosse.<!.  It  .speaks  highly  for  the 
.Holdlorly  spirit  of  this  Brigade  that  at 
the  close  of  three  weeks'  continual  tlght- 
Ing.  and  very  weak  In  nfflcerfi  and  men. 
It  was  able  to  make  a  gallant  and  .suc- 
cessful counter-attaclt  agaiUfit  tho  en- 
emy at  a  critical  moment,  re-taking  the 
enemy's  trenches  and  oapturing  machine 
guns. 

The  Brigade  at  the  close  of  tho  fight- 
ing before  Ypres  had  only  the  Brlgadler- 
(Jeneral  and  four  combatant  rRgimnntal 
omccrs  and  a  little  over  700  other  rank,>!
